Briefing Coming 
On CIA Activity 


President Ford and Secretary of State 


Henry A. Kissinger will brief 
five 


congressional leaders today on the scope 
of the Central Intelligence Agency's cov- 
ert operations, Kissinger said today. 


The White House meeting was 


prompted by the controversy over CIA 
funding of what has been described as an 
effort to destabilize the since-over- 
thrown Marxist government of President 
Salvador Allende in Chile. 


Kissinger disclosed the planned 


meeting as he talked with reporters 
aboard Ford's jetliner en route to New 
York where Ford addresses the U.N. 
General Assembly. 


He said, "We ... will put it before them 


in detail ... and ask them, 'What do you 
want to do.'" 


Invited to the meeting were Senate 


Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield, 
House Speaker Carl Albert, Senate 
Republican Leader Hugh Scott, House 
Democratic Leader Thomas T. O'Neill 
and House GOP Leader John Rhodes. 


British Election Set 
LONDON (AP) — Prime Minister 


Harold Wilson today called national 
elections for Oct. 10, the second parlia- 
mentary elections to be held in less than 
nine months. 


The prime minister ordered the 


elections in a bid to increase the strength 
of his minority Labor government. 
Seguin to Gain 
Remains of Hero 


SEGUIN, Tex. (AP) — Eight years 


ago, Al Koebig decided he would visit the 
grave of Juan Seguin the Texas revolu- 
tionary hero for whom Koebig's quiet 
home town was renamed. 


Today, Koebig's home town is planning 


a new burial site for Juan Seguin and an 
elaboarate memorial. 


After years of negotiations, the 


Mexican government has approved the 
removal of Seguin's remains from a 
cemetery in Nuevo Laredo, Mexico. The 
hero's remains will be disinterred 
Friday, says Koebig. 


Until 1839, Koebig's hometown was 


named Walnut Springs. 


However, it was renamed to honor 


Juan Seguin, who rose to the rank of 
colonel in Sam 
Houston's Texas Army 


and who served in the Texas Congress. 
Koebig says Seguin would have been 
killed in 1836 at the Alamo if he had not 
been elsewhere trying to gather support 
for troops at the embattled mission. 


Balance of Payments 


Deficit $2.7 Billion 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The govern- 


ment reported today that the country's 
balance of payments was in deficit by 
$2.7 billion in the second quarter of the 
year, due largely to a big outflow of 
dollars to pay for foreign oil and an in- 
crease in U.S. investments abroad. 


The second quarter deficit compared 


with a surplus in the first three months of 
the year of $1.8 billion and was the big- 
gest deficit since $2.9 billion in the third 
quarter of 1972. 


The adverse shift in the balance of 


payments, which appeared to be much 
larger than expected, marks a resump- 
tion of the big flow of dollars out of the 
United States that was partially 
responsible for two devaluations of the 
dollar in 1971 and 1973. 


The Commerce Department said the 


nation's trade balance with foreign 
countries was in deficit by $1.6 billion 
during the second quarter, compared 
with a near balance in the previous three 
months. The big difference, it said, was 
in sharply increased payments for oil im- 
ports. 


The department also reported a net 


outflow from the United States of $1.2 
billion in longterm private capital 
transactions, compared with an inflow of 
$500 million in the first quarter.

Some delegates.read newspapers. 


Others eat hamburgers that have all of 
the flavor of a computer printout.

of the hall fan themselves with their 
programs. In the evening, the auditorium 
becomes an ice box. 


The floor looks like a garden of paper 


wads, crushed softdrink cups and 
cigarette butts. 


Ceiling lights drop coneshaped beams 


into the tobacco fog. 


Security is tight. The doors are manned 


by Department of Public Safety 
patrolmen wearing pistols and cartridge 
belts. Legislators with walkie-talkies 
patrol the aisles, often cupping a head 
over one ear while they try to hear with 
the other. 


Big fish in small ponds are minnows in 


this sea. 


Nobody really controlls a political 


convention of 5,447 delegates. It is an 
animal made up of throats and tongues 
but no central brain. 


One minute it may be slumbering with 


a moderate snore. A single remark can 
sting it roaringly awake. 


These are exceptional people. Orinary 


people couldn't be paid enough to endure 
this.

UNITED 
NATIONS, N.Y. 


(AP) — President Ford, pledg- 
ing increased food shipments 
abroad, told the United Nations 
General Assembly today that 
"a global strategy for food and 
energy is urgently required." 


In the text for his first ap- 


pearance before the world or- 
ganization, Ford said the al- 
ternative to cooperation is con- 
frontation. 


"Let us not delude our- 


selves," he said, "failure to co- 
operate on oil, food and in- 
flation could spell disaster for 
every nation represented in this 
room. The United Nations must 
not and need not allow this to 
occur. A global strategy for 
food and energy is urgently re- 
quired." 


Discussing what the United 


States is willing to do to help 
hungry nations, Ford said food 
aid abroad would be increased 
this year by an unspecified 
amount and the United States 
is "prepared to join in a world- 
wide effort to negotiate, estab- 
lish and maintain an inter- 
national system of food re- 
serves." 


The President said the United 


States would "set forth our 
comprehensive proposals" to 
meet present and future world 
needs at the November World 
Food Conference in Rome. 


The President set forth four 


principles which he said should 
guide a global approach to food 
and energy problems: 


"—First,' all nations must 


substantially increase produc- 
tion. Just to maintain the 
present standards of living the 
world must almost double its 
output of food and energy ..." 


"—Second, all nations must 


seek to achieve a level of 
prices which not only provides 
an incentive to producers but 
which consumers can afford 
... By confronting consumers 


with production restrictions, ar- 
tificial pricing and the prospect 
of ultimate bankruptcy, produc- 
ers will eventually become the 
victims of their own actions. 


"—Third, all nations must 


avoid the abuse of man's funda- 
mental needs for the sake of 
narrow national or bloc advan- 
tage. The attempt by any coun- 
try to use one commodity for 
political purposes will inevita- 
bly tempt other countries to use 
their commodities for their own 
purposes. 


"—Fourth, the nations of the 


world must assure that the 
poorest among us are not over- 
whelmed by rising prices of the 
imports necessary for their sur- 
vival. The traditional aid do- 
nors and the 
increasingly 


wealthy oil producers must join 
in this effort." 


Ford, who was accompanied 


on the trip by his wife Betty 
and Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger, told the General 


Assembly that "the economy of 
the world is under unprece- 
dented stress" and new ap- 
proaches to international coop- 
eration are needed. 


"Energy is required to pro- 


duce food," he said, "and food 
to produce energy — and both 
to provide a decent life for ev- 
eryone. The problems of food 
and energy can be resolved on 
the basis of cooperation — or 
can be made unmanageable on 
the 
basis 
of 
confrontation. 


Runaway inflation, propelled by 
food and oil price increases, is 
an early warning signal." 


At his news conference on 


Monday night, Ford said: 


"... It is my hope that the 


United States for humanitarian 
purposes will be able to in- 
crease its contribution to those 
nations that have suffered be- 
cause of drought or any of the 
other problems related to hu- 
man needs." 


Terrorists Surrender 
To Palestinian Group 


DAMASCUS, Syria (AP) - 


Three Japanese terrorists who 
occupied the French Embassy 
in The Hague landed in Dam- 
ascus today and surrendered to 
Palestinian guerrillas, an air- 
port spokesman announced. 


The French Boeing 707 jet 


that carried the terrorists from 
Amsterdam's Schiphol airport 
landed at the heavily guarded 
Damascus airport at 8 a.m. 
EOT. 


The terrorists flew from Am- 


sterdam after releasing their 
nine remaining hostages. A vol- 
unteer crew of two Dutchmen 
and a Briton flew the Boeing 


727. 


The Japanese Red Army is a 


small guerrilla outfit based in 
Europe. Its members mas- 
sacred 26 people in a raid at 
Tel Aviv airport in 1972. 


In The Hague, the French 


ambassador, Jaques Senard, 
said he and 10 other hostages 
"lived at gunpoint" during 
their four days of captivity. 


"For 60 hours we had no 


food, no water and no bed. It 
was a horrible experience," 
Senard told newsmen today. 


"In all they shot 25 bullets at 


the office ceiling and into the 
floor right next to my shoes," 
Senard 
Q5>id.

Buffalo Soldiers Did Their Part to Make the Southwest Safe for Settlers

The best source material 


about buffalo soldiers is at 
Texas Tech University, says 
Dr. Paul H. Carlson, military 
historian at Seguin's Texas Lu- 
theran College. 


For goodness sake, what is a 


buffalo soldier,'you ask. 


They were the men of two 


cavalry regiments which did as 
much as and probably more 
than any other troops to make 
the Southwest safe for ranchers 
and settlers. 


They all were Negroes. 
It is very rarely noted by his- 


torians that the 9th and 10th 
Cavalry Regiments were black 
and there probably are several 
reasons for that. 


Historians seem more inter- 


ested in units than the color of 
men who serve in them. 


Another reason was that the 


enlisted men were illiterate and 
left few memoirs or letters for 
historians to pore over. 


You will recall that troop 


units were not truly integrated 
until after World War II. And 
when the 9th and 10th were 
organized, many white officers 
refused to serve with them. 


Gen. George Custer refused 


to command Negro troops, 
which probably made the black 
race grateful, for you know 
what he led his troops into at 
Little Big Horn. Nobody came 
back. 


On the other hand there was 


the big military hero of World 
War I, Gen. John J. "Black 
Jack" Pershing. He got his 
nickname because 
he once 


commanded black soldiers. 


Dr. Carlson says, "Anyone in- 


terested in black military his- 
tory in the West has to begin, it 
seems to me, in the Southwest 
Collection at Texas Tech." 


The collection has much un- 


published material, including 
the microfilmed papers of Col. 
Benjamin H. Grierson, com- 
mander of the 10th for a consid- 
erable time. 


The two regiments could not 


begin to accept all who volun- 
teered. 


While being trained, the Ne- 


groes gave a lot of trouble and 
there were many desertions. 


But once in the West, they 


proved themselves sturdy, cou- 
rageous and dedicated. Their 
record of individual misdeeds 
was much smaller than those of 
white regiments on the same 
assignments. 


These troopers largely were 


among the 180,000 blacks who 
fought for the North in the Civil 
War. The Negro losses in that 
conflict were 33,380.

Monday by one of three youths 
to whom he refused to sell beer 
because they were under age. 


Police said Tuesday a witness 


had identified a 15-year-old 
youth who was apprehended 
later at a convenience store 
robbery as being present with 
two other youths when Trevino 
was shot. 


Police were searching for the 


other two youths. 


The buffalo soldier fought in 


the Dakotas, Nebraska, Kan- 
sas, Oklahoma, Texas, Utah, 
Colorado, New Mexico and Ari- 
zona. 


Their most active service 


was in Texas and New Mexico 
and they probably thought they 
were on rest and recreation 
whenever they got into the oth- 
er states. 


Remember, too, their pay 


was $13 a month. That is piti- 
ful, but even during World War 
II, the pay of a private was 
only around $20 a month. 


One of the best sources for 


the history of the buffalo sol- 
diers is a book by the same 


name by William H. Leckie, is- 
sued seven years ago by the 
University of Oklahoma Press. 


Leckie noted that it was the 


Indians who gave the black 
troops the name of "buffalo sol- 
diers." The reason seems lost 
in history. 


It was a terribly 
difficult 


time for settlers. The Civil War 
had sent soldiers east to fight 
and the Indian and Mexican 
raiders took over. Many set- 
tlers simply had to abandon 
their land. 


After the war, the black 


troops fought Indians, Mexican 
attackers, cattle thieves, gun- 
men and bootleggers. 


A Texan Lost in Texas 


Most of their battles are 


barely noted in history, al- 
though in the big picture they 
created history. 


Some of their exploits were 


somewhat spectacular. 


Take the wagontrain mas- 


sacre outside Jacksboro, Tex. A 
force of about 100 Indians killed 
seven of 11 teamsters. The oth- 
er four ran. Some of the vic- 
tims were tortured. 


Stanta, a Kiowa leader, and 


some of his warriors met in a 


room with William T. Sherman, 
the noted Union general, and 
boasted of the massacre. 


Satanta was pretty arrogant 


about it and started to shoot 
Sherman. 


At that, the shutters slammed 


back and the Kiowas were look- 
ing down the barrels of a dozen 
cocked carbines and just be- 
hind the hammers were a doz- 
en grim, black faces. That end- 
ed that. 


The Negro troopers spent a 


' lot of time on the Rio Grande 


trying to kill or capture mili- 
tant Indians and Mexican raid- 


<• ers. They did achieve some 


successes, but that is just too 
much territory for anything 
less than several divisions to 
patrol. 


Any time they thought they 


had trapped the pursued, the 
Indians or Mexicans dashed 
into Mexico and laughed at the 
soldiers. 


They did receive credit for 


stopping the "Salt War" around 
El Paso. Residents had been 
accustomed to carry off wagon 
loads of salt from a deposit in 
the area. 


Then in a complicated set of 


maneuvers, new owners banned 
the removal of the slat without 
a relatively large fee. 


This set off major riots and 


the black troopers had to move 
in and calm things down. 


They also got mixed upp in 


the Lincoln County War in New 
Mexico which made Billy the 
Kid nationally notorious. 


The cavalry's role in that fa- 


mous western war is con- 
troversial. Possibly the troops 
supported by their presence 
without active participation the 
guys in the black hats. 


But it was the white com- 


manders who made the deci- 


sions in that Shootout and sub- 
sequent events. 


Their last engagements were 


against the Sioux to the north. 
They fought 24 years on the 
frontier 
with distinguished 


records before being disbanded.

High Gold Prices Cause Flurry of Activity in Idaho Mining Town 


The tangerine gets its 


name from Tangier, Moroc- 
co. 


MURRAY, Idaho (AP)- The 


sign near the Four Square 
Mine, dormant since 1934, 
would hardly encourage an 
amateur prospector. 


"Use bridges at your own 


risk — survivors will be prose- 
cuted." 


But Bob Kress wasn't at all 


unfriendly as he sat in his front 
yard, panning for gold with the 
aid of a garden hose. 


"People come all the time 


wondering what gold looks 
like," Kress said. "But I can't 
see how you can miss it. Noth- 
ing else looks like gold." 


The Four Square gold-tung- 


sten mine is two miles south- 


west of Murray, a historic min- 
ing town that was home for 10,- 
000 in its heyday in the 1890s. 


Spurred by higher gold prices 


and the discovery of a half- 
pound nugget last year, three 
gold mines are being developed 
in the center of this revived 
ghost town of 87 persons and 
several dozen weathered build- 
ings. 


Murray is nestled in a steep, 


wooded canyon along the banks 
of Pritchard Creek arid is 20 
twisting miles of road from the 
Shoshone County seat of Wal- 
lace. 


A morning's panning for 


Kress had produced four small 


flakes of gold, and the mine 
watchman calculated he'd need 
100 pieces — a level teaspoon 
full — to make an ounce. 


"You can be in gold-bearing 


ground and work all your life 
and never get anything. Or you 
could become a millionaire 
overnight," Kress said. 


"I think this is good gravel. I 


dug it from around the roots of 
a cedar tree that must be a 
couple of hundred years old." 


A skeptical companion said: 


"You don't get rich from pan- 
ning. Why, if I found a nugget 
the size of a pea I'd probably 
get drunk to celebrate." 


Many Murray residents are 


optimistic that gold, which now 
sells for about $150 an ounce, 
may double in price. 


There are stories of hidden 


riches in the timbered hills dot- 
ted 
with 
colorfully 
named 


mines like the Wakeup Jim, 
Dew Drop, Treasure Box, Gold- 
en Chest and Terrible Edith. 


Kres pointed to the heavily- 


timbered hillside behind the 
Four Square mine and mill, 
which has been dormant since 
1934. 


But on this day, in Murray, a 


dozen tourists were excitedly 
panning for colors in the back 
of Chris Christopherson's bar — 
one of three in the town. 


No one was having much 


luck. 


Some of the tourists had just 


bought gold pans in Wallace. 


"It must be the rising price 


of gold, but we are selling the 
pans as fast as we get them," 
said Donna Mullen, a clerk in 
the Wallace Supply Co. hard- 
ware' store. 


Christopherson triggered a 


continuing community-wide epi- 
demic of gold fever last year 
when he found what was then 
reported to be a half-pound 
nugget from a shaft sunk in his 
bedroom behind the bar. So he 
named it the Bedroom Gold 
Mine. 


The nugget, displayed in the 


Wallace Elks Club, probably 
contains about six ounces of 
pure gold and slightly more 
than two ounces of quartz, an 
assayer has said. But the dis- 
covery of the nugget was the 
first significant gold find in 
Murray since the 1920s when, 
legend has it, 350 pounds of 
gold were recovered by a 
dredge in one sweep near 
Christopherson's bar. 


"We let people pan on the 


muck pile without charge," 
Mrs. Christopherson said. "It 
gives the kids something to do 
when their parents are drinking 
beer."

Vietnamese Girl 
Waits For Cure 


HOUSTON (AP) - A South 


Vietnamese girl, born with a 
heart defect and weighing only 
17 pounds, lies in a Houston 
hospital today while doctors see 
if they can save her life. 


A spokesman for the Texas 


Children's Hospital said the 
physical condition of three-year 
old Tran Thi Het, who arrived 
Sunday from Honolulu, would 
have to be built up before tests 
could start. 


"She has a congenital heart 


defect, as yet not fully deter- 
mined," the spokesman said. 
"She may be too fragile to un- 
dergo tests right now." 


The child was forced to stop 


off at a Honolulu hospital be- 
cause her condition worsened 
on the flight from Saigon to 
Houston. 


"She does have an eye in- 


fection and probably some in- 
testinal parasites," the hospital 
said. 


The Associated Press carried 


a photograph of the child, who 
was discovered over a year ago 
sleeping in a cardboard box on 
a Saigon street. Her mother 
was a beggar. 


The South Vietnamese em- 


bassy in Houston was inundated 
with letters and the Vietnam- 
ese-American Children's Fund 
in Saigon tracked down the 
child last September. 


The mother was persuaded to 


give up the child so she could 
get better care. The heart de- 
fect was discovered while un- 
der treatment. 


Arrangements 
were 
then 


made to bring the girl to Hous- 
ton where surgery may be per- 
formed at the Texas Heart In- 
stitute, head by noted heart 
surgeon Dr. Denton Cooley. • 


Hurricane Fifi 
Nears Honduras 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) - The Na- 


tional Hurricane Center issued 
this advisory bulletin on Hurri- 
cane Fifi today: 


Fifi approaching north coast 


of Honduras. 


Preparations should be rush- 


ed to completion for increasing 
winds which may reach 100 
miles per hour by noon today 
over extreme Northeast Hon- 
duras and spread westward 
along the remaining 
north 


coast, including the 
Bahia 


Islands, this afternoon and 
tonight, precautions 
against 


hurricane conditions beginning 
later this morning should be 
continued on Swan Island. 


Air Force reconnaissance re- 


ports and satellite pictures dur- 
ing the past few hours indicate 
that Fifi is moving on a slightly 
more westerly track. At 6 a.m. 
EOT the center was estimated 
near Latitude 16.2 north and 
Longitude 82.9 West, or about 
145 miles east of Campe Cam- 
aron, Honduras. The hurricane 
is expected to continue on a 
track between west and west- 
southwest at 10 m.p.h. This will 
take the center across or very 
near the coast of northeastern 
Honduras near Cape Camaron 
this afternoon or vening. It is 
then expected to move west- 
ward at a slower forward 
speed, paralleling the north 
coast 
of Honduras through 


tonight. 


fides accompanied by rough 


seas and surf will gradually in- 
crease and may reach 8 to 10 
feet above normal shortly be- 
fore the arrival of the center. 


Fishing boats and small craft 


around Honduras, Swan Island 
and 
Northeast 
Nicaragua 


should stay in safe harbor and 
those along the east coast of 
the Yucatan Peninsula from 
Guatemala northward should 
seek safe harbor.

to 125. The lowest central pres- 
sure reported by the Air Force 
plane during the night was 
28.79 inches.

The history of the Church of 


Christ in Corsicana began in 
1889, when a group of disciples 
began meeting from house to 
house, according to Howard 
White, Church of Christ on 
College Hill preacher. '• 


The group included Dr. and 


Mrs. B. F. Houston, Mr. and 
Mrs. M. T. Jackson and Mr. 
and Mrs. Tom Glass, and 
others. 


The first public meeting 


place was in an upstairs hall 
over the YMCA, where Dyer's 
is now located. At that time B. 
B. Sanders and a Bro. Pritchett 
conducted the meetings. "At 
the closing of the meeting," 
Jackson 
related, 
"Sanders 


wanted to put an organ in the 
church and called a vote on it. 
They out-voted us, so that 
caused the split of the church. 
We had another pull." 


THE LOCAL GROUP then 


began meeting in the old Cedar 
Hall near the courthouse and at 
other locations in town. 


In 1892 W. A. Sewell became 


the first full-time minister of 
the church. 


The first group of elders 


appointed were T. M. Sowell, 
Dr. B. F. Houston, Dr. T. A. 
Miller, J. B. McQueen and M. 
T. Jackson. 


J. 
A. HARDING, while 


conducting a meeting, en- 
couraged the congregation to 
erect a building. The following 
year in 1896 the building was 
located at West Seventh Ave. 


In 1906 the building was 


moved to the corner of 18th 
Street and West Sixth Ave. 


In 1924 the building was sold, 


and the building at 519 West 
Fifth Ave was erected at a total 
cost of a little more than 
$50,000. 


Another congreagtion began 


in 1944. About 100 members 
established 
the 
Westside 


Church, leaving about 350 in the 
Fifth 
Avenue congregation. 


After another six years of 
growth, a new congregation 
was established and started 
meeting the first Sunday in 
January 1950 in a new building 
on North Beaton Street. This 
left about 350 members in the 
Fifth Avenue congregation. 


IN 1965 THE ELDERS of the 


Fifth Avenue church approved 
a 
program 
designated 


"Operation College Hill" The 
12-month plan called for three 
major goals: erect a suitable 
building at 3100 West Collin, 
train and equip personnel for 
the new work, and plan and 


Oct. 31, 1965 was set as 


ground-breaking and a goal of 
$31,000 was projected for that 
Sunday. May 29. 1966 the 
congregation moved to College 
Hill and began worshipping at 
the new location. 


The College Hill Building was

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Oilman Says U.S. Can Forget about Lower Gasoline Prices 


HOUSTON (AP) - An Okla- 


homa oil executive says motor- 
ists can forget about 35-cent 
gasoline. 


Jack Tarner, a Phillips Pet- 


roleum Co. vice president, told 
a panel of Federal Energy Ad- 
ministration officials Tuesday 
the general public is mistaken 
by thinking the self-sufficiency 
objectives of Project Independ- 
ence will mean a return to low- 
er prices. 


He said higher costs are 


ahead and federal planners 
must convince the public this is 
true. 


Tarner testified bluntly at the 


third of 10 regional hearings 
through which the FEA hopes 
to develop a definition of ener- 


gy independence. 


"This is a most important 


definition," he said. "Presently, 
the public generally considers 
that the government's program 
for energy independence will 
permit returning to the old 
ways of unlimited energy use 
by each citizen at low prices, 
prices in the order of 15 cents 
for gas at the wellhead and 35 
cents for automobile gasoline at 
the station pump. There is no 
way this nation can return to 
that situation." 


Tarner said energy independ- 


ence can only mean the federal 
gorvernment will work with in- 
dustry in an attempt to provide 
each citizen a necessary but 
reasonable amount of energy. 


The prices of such energy, he 
added, will be high enough to 
provide sufficient earnings for 
reinvestment in new facilities 
so that reasonable supplies can 
continue in future years. 


He said such supplies can in- 


volve coal gasification and li- 
quefaction and shale oil. 


"All of these can only be pro- 


vided at a higher cost," he 
said. "Government 
agencies 


need to make sure it is so un- 
derstood by the citizen:-" 


Tarner said the official notice 


for the regional hearings shows 
the FEA is fully aware of what 
has caused the energy problem. 


"The U.S. demand for energy 


is increasing at a rate which 
cannot be met by continuing to 


rely on the historic sources of 
oil and gas supplies," he said. 


J. E. Finley, Houston, Conti- 


nental Oil Co. executive vice 
president, said a national ener- 
gy policy must be developed to 
guide industry and government 
alike in the effort to move as 
rapidly as possible 
toward 


maximum energy 
independ- 


ence. 


"This effort toward self-suffi- 


ciency must provide for an or- 
derly development of oil and 
natural gas, coal, oil shale, nu- 
clear power, and all other 
forms of available energy," 
Finley said. "The mix between 
these alternatives must be a 
function of cost and resource 
availability." 


"By cost," Finley added, "I 


mean all costs; the social cost 
of greater conservation, the di- 
rect cost of trade imbalances, 
the environmental costs attend- 
ant to resource recovery and 
conversion." 


Robert A. Dean, Midland, 


Tex., blamed government inter- 
ference for the energy shortage 
and for depleting the ranks of 
independent 
operators 
who 


have traditionally discovered 75 
to 85 per cent of all domestic 
oil and gas reserves. 


"If we were short of oil and 


gas because there were no 
more reserves, that would be 
one thing," said Dean, repre- 
senting four area trade groups 
for Texas independents. 


"The fact is we have esti- 


mates of over 400 billion bar- 
rles of crude oil reserves and 
2,000 trillion cubic feet of natu- 
ral gas reserves yet to be dis- 
covered in the United States." 


He said over one-half of the 


undiscovered reserves are on- 
shore in the lower 48 states. 


"Our problem then is not a 


scarcity of future resources, 
but a government's continual 
interfering, which prevents the 
independent 
operator 
from 


looking for, and finding, those 
desperately needed reserves.'' 


The signers of the Declara-

New Drug May Help Body 
Fight Off Common Cold 


CHICAGO (AP) - University 


of Illinois researchers say an 
experimental drug sigru..cantly 
increases the body's defenses 
against the common cold and 
may be the answer to control of 
the ailment. 


The drug, propanediamine, 


stimulates an increase in the 
body's natural production of in- 
terferon, a chemical that de- 
fends the body against viral 
and some other infections. 


Because interferon is effec- 


tive against all viruses, it has 
been considered promising in 
the control of respiratory in- 
fections, such as the cold. 


Colds are caused by so many 


types of viruses that a vaccine 
against all of them is thought 
impractical. 


The scientists at the univer- 


sity's medical school in Chicago 
said they used 39 young volun- 
teers to study the effects of 
propanediamine. 


Fifteen subjects in the Illinois 


experiment were given the new 
drug via nose drops. Then they 
were exposed to cold-causing 
viruses. 


They developed either no cold 


symptoms or so few that they 
were considered insignificant. 


Other subjects not given the 


drug were exposed to the same 
viruses. They developed colds. 
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Roving Russians Find Religious Freedom, Maybe Roots, in Boondocks of Alaska 


NIKOLAEVSK, Alska (AP) 


— They've traveled almost 
around the world in search of a 
place to practice their religion 
in peace. 


And here, only 650 miles from 


their Mother Russia, about 300 
"Old Believers" believe they've 
found what they've been look- 
ing for. 


"Life up here is not easy but 


people can make out and make 
out very good," says Carl Mar- 
tushev, smiling from behind a 
scraggly beard. 


The village they've carved 


out of the wilderness isn't on 
any map. It's 12 miles up a 
dusty, gravel road on Alaska's 
Kenai Peninsula, 200 miles 
southwest of Anchorage. 


Before turning up the road at 


Anchor Point, you've reached 
the westernmost point acces- 
sible by car on the North 
American continent. 


Here, on the village's dirty 


streets, 
lined 
with 
picket 


fences, fair-skinned youngsters 
play a stick-throwing game 
called "clok" while playmates 
shout encouragement in Rus- 
sian. 


And here they practice the 


Russian Orthodox faith as it ex- 
isted in the 16th century, before 
liturgical reforms were made. 


They worship in a simple 


woodframe building, not much 
different 
from 
the 
village 


houses, except for its onion-top 
spires. 


Martushev says his people 


don't get too fancy in church 
buildings, because their roots 
must remain shallow. 


"If something goes wrong 


with our church we will leave 
and we don't give a damn 
whether we leave a house be- 
hind," he said. 


But the rootlessness has 


reached full circle. "If we can't 
stay here, there's no place to 
go ... except back to Russia 
and we've been there," he said. 


The long journey of the Old 


Believers began when they split 
with the Czar over religious re- 
forms. 


They first moved to Siberia, 


living there until they could no 
longer handle the excesses of 


communism. 


They moved to China and 


fared little better, and in the 
1950s they left for Brazil. 


After living briefly in Brazil, 


they gained admittance to the 
United States under an agree- 
ment worked out with Presi- 
dent Kennedy. They 
were 


allowed to move to commu- 
nities in Oregon, as long as 
they stayed off the welfare 
rolls. 


There's no problem of wel- 


fare rolls in Alaska. 


Far from it, in seven years 


on the peninsula, they've be- 
come the envy of homesteaders 
and fishermen who've lived on 
the Kenai since World War II 
or longer. 


Their fiberglass boats, made 


at the "Russian Marine Facto- 
ry" in the village, outperform 
most local boats. 


And although they had no 


commercial fishing experience, 
they've managed to gain a good 
share of the local catch. 


Some of the village men work 


for local contractors, and oth- 
ers work at a village-run saw- 
mill. 


Most 
peninsula 
residents 


have welcomed the Russians, 
although there have been ex- 
ceptions. One hardware store 
owner in nearby Homer has re- 
fused to sell to them and won't 
let them in his shop. 


One young Russian girl said: 


"They say Russians go home. 


But we say Russians were here 
before you." Russians first 
came to the Kenai in the 1700s 
and 1800s. 


Before settling here, the 


group's elders showed up at a 
borough meeting to announce 
their intentions and to make it 
clear they weren't setting up a 
commune. 


They bought land at auction 


for about $14,000. Some say that 
was much more than it was 
worth. They leased additional 
grazing land. 


Hard luck knocked soon. A 


tent fire claimed one life and 
their cattle began dying shortly 
after 
arrival. 
But 
nearby 


ranchers helped them nurse the 
herd back to health. 


They built a new village in a 


virgin spruce forest. 


Most of the homes have 


washers, dryers and other mod- 
ern appliances and several 
homes have saunas. 


But there are no radio or 


television sets in the village. 
"It's against our religion," says 
carpenter Peter Basargin, 21. 


Still they know what's going 


on. Some have read Aleksandr 
Solzhenitsyn's works. 


The village elders recently 


visited a 
neighbor, retired 


Army Brig. Gen. B. B. Talley, 
their closest friend, to ask: 


"Do you think the govern- 


ment will fall because of Wa- 
tergate? We can't stay here if 
it become Communist." 


Talley says the Old Believers 


left Oregon because they felt 
their religion was threatened 
when some of their children be- 
gan smoking marijuana. 


He said they encourage vil- 


lage young people to marry 
early to avoid contacts with the 
outside. 


A decision to set up a sepa- 


rate school in the village has 
helped shield the children. 


Although some of the men 


speak Russian, Chinese, Portu- 
guese and English, none speaks 
English well enough to pass 
citizenship tests. 


The village adults plan to 


hire a teacher to help them 
pass citizenship tests.
